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The  New  Bedford  Textile's  Basketball  Team  had  one  of  the  best 
seasons  in  many  years.  The  team's  record  was  18  wins  and  3  losses.  The  team 
compiled  1,687  points  in  21  games,  giving  it  an  average  of  80  points  per 
game.  Their  opponents,  however,  gained  only  1,219  points  for  a  game  average 
of  58  points.  The  seniors  on  the  squad  were  Raymond  Blanchard,  Harold 
Wrench  and  Gerald  Escolas. 

The  first  game  of  the  season  found  Coach  "Fran"  Tripp's  boys  in 
excellent  shape  as  they  rolled  to  an  easy  victory  over  Massachusetts  Maritime 
Academy.  The  Raiders,  led  by  Harry  Wrench  and  Dick  Julio,  built  up  an  early 
lead  and  then  coasted  on  to  a  62-32  final  score. 

New  Bedford  next  took  on  Bridgewater  State  Teachers  College  and  de- 
feated them  to  the  tune  of  65-46.  The  reserves  played  a  prominent  role  in  this 
game  as  every  member  of  the  team  entered  the  scoring  column. 

The  Providence  Bible  Institute  proved  to  have  a  weak  team  as  the 
Raiders  easily  won  their  third  straight  game.  The  reserves,  led  by  Wrench, 
Escolas,  Julio,  and  Antonietta,  again  played  most  of  the  game.  The  final  score 
was  81-44. 

The  fourth  game  found  the  Red  and  Grey  traveling  to  Worcester  to  take 
on  the  Worcester  State  Teachers.  Here  again  the  Textile  team  showed  their 
strength  as  they  romped  to  a  75-50  victory.  Dick  Julio  and  Dick  Lafferty  led  the 
team  in  scoring  with  18  and  16  points  respectively. 

Durfee  Technical  Institute  was  the  next  visitor  to  the  Raiders'  gym.  The 
game  was  close  for  the  first  three  quarters,  but  the  Raiders  soon  showed  their 
superiority  by  pulling  away  in  the  closing  quarter.  Vern  Gomes  led  the  team 
with  a  sparkling  27-point  performance,  while  Captain  "Red"  Blanchard  and 
Joe  Barbero  contributed  14  points  each.  The  final  was  79-61. 

The  Trippmen  gained  their  third  Conference  victory  and  their  sixth 
straight  win  as  they  downed  Gordon  College  by  the  score  of  87-70.  The  Trippmen 
got  off  to  an  early  lead  and  the  outcome  seemed  certain  for  them.  Gordon's 
team  was  exceptionally  tall,  but  could  not  cope  with  the  accurate  shooting  of 
Don  Thatcher  and  the  fine  defensive  play  of  Captain  Red  Blanchard. 

New  Bedford's  next  foe,  Roslyn  Air  Force  Base,  was  taken  into  defeat 
easily  as  the  Raiders  belted  the  team  with  a  final  score  of  90-52.  The  regulars 
rested  most  of  this  game  as  the  reserves  took  over  and  played  their  opponents 
evenly. 

Bryant  College  was  host  to  New  Bedford  in  Providence  as  the  Raiders 
moved  slowly  in  the  first  quarter.  At  the  end  of  the  first  quarter  it  looked  as 
if  New  Bedford  were  going  to  meet  with  its  first  defeat  of  the  season.  Bryant 
was  leading  at  this  time  17-14.  Gomes,  Blanchard,  Barbero,  and  Julio  soon 
found  their  marks  during  the  second  canto  and  gradually  pulled  away  from  the 
home  team.  The  Raiders  left  the  floor  at  the  end  of  the  game  victorious  by  the 
count  of  73-58. 
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Pick  Julio  paced  the  attack  against  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design  as 
the  New  Bedfordites  chalked  up  their  second  highest  score  of  the  season  in  de- 
feating their  host  101-64. 

Returning  to  Conference  play  the  Raiders  took  on  Bridgewater  again 
and  defeated  them  85-69. 

In  a  benefit  game  played  at  Wareham,  the  Raiders  defeated  an  All- 
American  Girl's  Team  44-41.  The  Raiders  were  very  gentlemanly  in  their  ball 
handling  and  scoring. 

In  racking  up  their  11th  straight  win  against  Rhode  Island  School  of 
Design,  The  Raiders  also  recorded  their  highest  score  of  the  season  107-61.  All 
except  two  players  hit  double  figures  in  this  game  for  the  Raiders. 

Still  on  a  winning  streak,  Textile  disposed  of  the  Bryant  quintet  easily 
for  the  second  time.  The  final  score  being  85-47. 

The  Raiders  met  their  first  defeat  of  the  season  at  the  hands  of  Durfee 
Tech.  This  game  will  be  discussed  many  times  in  the  future,  because  of  the 
action  packed  last  two  seconds.  Could  so  much  have  happened  in  two  seconds? 
Well,  it  is  recorded  so  and  Durfee  Tech  walked  off  the  floor  winning  71-70. 

New  Bedford  got  back  on  a  winning  streak  again  as  the  Providence  Bible 
Institute  fell  under  the  score  of  87-48. 

In  defeating  the  Worcester  Teachers,  Textile  gained  its  14th  win  of  the 
season.  The  score  read  88-70. 

Against  Lowell  Textile  the  Trippmen  easily  avenged  the  previous  year's 
loss.  The  Lowell  quintet  was  outplayed  throughout  the  game  as  the  Trippmen 
pulled  away  to  an  early  lead  and  were  never  threatened.  The  score  looks  good 
in  the  record  books,  82-51. 

To  defeat  Gordon  College,  Textile  had  to  come  from  behind  in  the  final 
quarter  to  show  the  host  team  their  superiority.  The  regular  five  played  the 
major  portion  of  the  game  with  only  one  substitute  being  used.  Score  69-59. 

Textile  pulled  the  surprise  of  the  year  when  it  defeated  Stonehill  75-71. 
The  big  third  period  by  Textile  was  the  deciding  factor  as  they  out  scored 
Stonehill  31-15.  There  were  no  individual  standouts  in  this  game  for  Textile 
as  every  man  played  a  superior  role.  In  defeating  Stonehill,  Textile  took  over 
the  Conference  lead  by  a  half  game. 

Stonehill  came  back  to  avenge  that  defeat  and  dumped  Textile  89-71. 
This  defeat  cost  Textile  the  Conference  lead  and  the  Championship.  At  one 
time  Textile  was  within  six  points  of  Stonehill  and  it  looked  as  if  the  Textile 
Team  might  have  pulled  it  out,  however,  Stonehill  soon  took  stock  and  the 
outcome  was  ascertained. 

The  Raiders  traveled  to  Stamford,  Conn,  and  defeated  Saint  Basil  College 
93-48. 

Going  on  to  Philadelphia,  the  Raiders  played  their  final  game  of  the 
season.  It  was  a  hard  fought  game,  but  the  Raiders  could  not  shake  the  stiffness 
from  their  legs  and  fell  to  defeat  68-62.  The  trip  will  long  be  remembered  though, 
because  the  team  enjoyed  itself  in  New  York.
